A few 
large dairymen who will get, and reg- 
ularly supply to customers, tbe entire 
year, I'an do it. .\ few farmers 
through llio inlervenlion of one com- 
mission man whu has /its customers 
may do it with fair success. But for the 
mesa il is no more practical than for 
the wlieat fanner to reduce bis wheat 
to Hour nn Die farm, and supply bis 
customers in distant cities. 

The CO operative system that so 
largely fills the best markets of tbo 
world, has now such a fuothold that 
nn amount of etTorl on tbu part of scat- 
tered farmers can supereode It. It has 
walked to the front, and can maintain

A TEXAS TEAIN KOBBED. 

Sl^ht Armed Bobbers Board a Tex- 
as & Faoiflo Train, Intimidate 
the Trainmen, and Plun- 
der the ZzpratB and 
MaU Oan of a 
Largi Sua. 

FouT WoBTH, Tax., Jsn !S.— One 
of the moat daring and tiicceaaful 
train robberiea ever coniniitiod in 
Ihia State waa perpetrated by eiglil 
armed and inaHkeil men two iniici 
eaet of liordou, on Iho Texas A I'a- 
clflc railroad, between 2 and 3 a. m , 
to-day. As the regular passenger 
train pulled out from Gordon for the 
cast, two masked men jumped on the 
engine, one on each "iilc. The 
ginocr, John Bosquet, tun ed lu them 
and asked : 

"Where are yon fellons K"inK-'' 

"Jusl going In lake a litllo ride,'' 
answered olio of them. 

"Vou will not ride on here," aald 
Busijuel. 

"I guess we will." said the innn. 
and in an inalanl the engineer was 
covered with two pi-lols |>olllled di- 
rectly al bis head, lie nils ordered 
to pu'l iilicail, n liii II be did until he 
reached the coal chnic 111 llie trestle 
briilgc, sornelhini,' over a mile cast of 
(iorilon. Here the engineer discov- 
ered that obatructiona bad been 
plai cil across the track, and he was 
or.h rril by the two men, who allll 
held their pistols in hand, to pull up. 

As scon as the train slopped six 
more men, all armeil, appeared ami 
ordered the engineer to take Ids pick 
and hammer and break in the door 
of tlie express car. He refused al 
lirst, but waa induced to do so by 
tlireala of inatant death In caaa of 
continued reftisal. After the door 
liad tMon forced the robl>ers entered 
aud went through the aafe, taking 
everything they could And. The 
amount of the losa could not be aa- 
certalned exactly, but report places 
the amount at lama ranging from 
18,000 to iui,ooa 

Having Bniahed the work in the 
expreu oar, the robbera went to the 
mail car and made a demand 00 the 
route agent for all tbe money or val- 
uablea he had. Thinliing that tbe 
robbers would bot dare to moieft the 
United Stales mail, the agent was 
very cool, and told the robbera that 
tliey were in the wrong place, and 
that lie waa a United Statea mail 
man. Tbia deciaratiou bad no effect 
ou the robbar% who told the official 
that unleM be complied with their 
denianda he would lOon be a dead 
man.

To THE South Kk»tiickian : 

For several days past the Senate 
chamber has had an leathetio air lin- 

Karted to Its quiet sombre atiuospliere 
y many floral Iribiilcs placed by ad- 
miring and coMKiali'lating frlcud« 
upon the desk of fortuiiale recipients 
of renewed IrgislatiTe bonora. The 
desks of Senalora Cockrell ami Dawes 
have been enveloped In cut llowci* 
of the rarest specie^, mi l llie li ieiid.s 
of other Senators are anxiously wait- 
ing an opportunity to mauifeat their 
Joy In a almllar way. 

The Senate the week p»f>t di votcd 
the beat part af two dayK (o ilic di"- 
ouaalon ofthe Uawaiian ti eatv, and 
tbla weak will devote aonie time to 
dianuBsIn; Brnator Blalr'a bill to 
amend the C'niistiliitioii ao as to con- 
fer the riiflil ofsulIVage upon women. 
Tlie bill is not likely to pass this ses-

The parties are well known 
ifiaoclely clrck'N, and BtaconBe<|UOiice 
Immense CI (iwdH have been attracted 
to the court room. Women, young 
and older, drchsed in silks, laces, and 
teal skiim, are at the court house door 
by <l o'clock in the morning with 
lunch under tlielr wraps, to make 
sure ul gelling inside the temple 
justice. Ilnndrcds are turned away 
dally, and Ill0^e who arc forlunal 
unough to get iiididc are loud in their 
demonstrations of sympathy for the

It la the first time In many yean that 
a Governor and Ills wife have been 
present at a Slate dinner, but the old 
commonwealth Is so close to the Cap- 
ital, and it people ao aoclabia that it 
ia probable that the preaent governor 
will be found preaent at many official 
raeaptloDa In Waahtngton.

Th* Big Coulee Conntiy. 

The country between Devil's Lake 
and Cando, Dak., isone having many 
points of Inleresl. Om eaway Iriini 
the town wo have to our icll llie 
briny waters of that remarkable bwly 
of water. Devil's Lake, and lo the 
right, nine miles away. Freshwater 
Lake, surrounding which is a riiosl 
xcelleiit country well ocuiiiinl ! > 
iiiduslrioui settlers. This lake, as iix 
name Implies, la of pure, fresh waU i 
and quite large, wlili a fine groH lh 
of tluibrr along its shores. Here is a 
favorite resort of the disciples of the 
rod and gun. Geese, ducks and brani 
are plenty in aeaaon, and the rnll'ed 
grouae, or prairie chickens, as they 
are called here, are abundant at all 
times, aa Indeed lliey are all over Dii- 
koia. Wo soou come lo Grand Har- 
bor, a thriving little village built 
since the track was laid in .luiie. The 
(iniilrv hercabonis was aboul tin- 
Ilisl taken in llic Devil's Lake liiiiil 
district, and is well settled. White 
farm liouses have already taken the 
place of tlie tar paper shanty and sod 
liack, ;niil ii j,'iMiei ill niipearance of 
solid Ilii iH i:^ i.h.iTvable. 

Arriving at Church's l''erry, nine- 
teen iiiilea from the laks, wn leave 
the cars and lake a private convey- 
ance, for though a branch of the Man- 
itoba Uailroad is graded to Cando, 
the rails arc not yet laid. Soon, 
seated beiiiiid a ■pauking team, we 
are rapidly lessoning the seventeen 
miles belwreii nsaniT onrdeslinalion 
One mile norlli we skirt llie i-liiircH 
of Lake Isabel, a body of waU'r four 
and one-half milea in lenglb, and 
through which the Big Coulee runs 
ill times of liinb water. Here are 
extensive natural iiieadowH, from 
which much bay is taken every vear 
Three or four inllea to the northeast 
is Lao Auz Horia, the l<akeof Deaths, 
•0 named from a calaslrnphe, ivlili li, 
many years ajio overlook a coiiijiaii> 
of hall-breeds wiio, wintering on an 
Island in the lake, ran abort of pi o- 
vlsloiiaand perished from slarvHiimi 
Their graves can now be seen biihlcn 
among llio tall grass, wbicli aniiiiuliy 
covers llio island. Strange, that un- 
der clviliaed dominion, tlds is now 
one of the most prolilic partK of ibe 
country for food |iro(liictioii. We 
all' iiuw ill llie inid»l of llie ilig (.'on 
lee country, ^^hicli has the name of 
being oiie'uf tlie beat rariiiiiig sec- 
tions in tlio Northwest, and well does 
it deserve its lepulalioii. The land 
spri'sds out ill Imi^'. level lines, to llii 
limit of vision, ami i^, if possible, ricli- 
cr than any we have yet seen. A 
ride of two liours and we are at Can. 
do, the capital of Towner Coniilj. 
We are here but lUiy-live inilef from 
the Turtle Mountains, wliicli iiidicale 
their proximity by the quantities of 
good body oak wood from their 
(ipes, for sale lieie at $.'1 per cord 
This coiiiily hciiij,' liereioli.i e reinole 
(rum the railroail, has settled more 
slowly than other aeclioiis, tlie pnpu 
latiuii by the last censui being 7.'iU— 
nearly all In the suutliern part. I'ub 
lir land is iilMiiidant, and can easily 
be had wllhin two or three miles of 
the county seat. Whole townships of 
land ill the uorth part ofthe county, 
of llie best i|iiality, have not an acre 
I a ken. Lake lies' Itoilies, twenty. live 
miles iiorlli of Cando, is twenty miles 
long by two or llircc wide, ami many 
good farm* van bu taken along its 
banks. Ueturniiig, we curved out to 
the west, to get out of the line of set- 
tlement and see the public lands. We 
found the country decidedly more 
undulating tlian that passed over in 
the morning, though with the excep- 
tion Ufa boulder hero and there, the 
soil teems quite as good. Lakes arc met 
at fiequcni intervals and hay mead- 
ows are on nearly every quarter «ec- 
lioM. With the railroad now assured, 
and within two or three miles dis- 
tance, the end of the coming year 
will doubtless heo iiiiicli of this land 
taken by sliirdy fanners from tlie 
East, bent on securing tlieiiiselves 
homes In a country where land equal 
to the best to be had in their country 
can be had for the aaklng.

That It sliall be unlawful 
for any nommoii carrier subject lo 
this bill lo enter inlo any cnnlraci, 
sgreenient or coiiibinalion with other 
l oiiinioii car-ier or carriers lor IKiol- 
iiig of fieighl" of dillerent or com- 
peting railroads, or lo divide bel ween

'flie ninth section provides ihai 
persons claiming to have been dam- 
aged by Ihe action of common carrier 
inay proceed for recovery of their 
dainuues either in the courts of ihc 
L'nited States or before the comiiiis 
sioii, but notliefore boili tribunals. 

Section 10 makes it a ptnal offence 
to violate any ofthe provisions of thii 
acl,and pnuibc niaxiinum.tine which 
may be imposeil at the sum of tO,000. 

The seveiilecii following proijdc 
('or :i com mission to consist of five 
persons appointed by the President 
by and with the consent of the Senate, 
whose term of otlice shall bu lor six 
years, except for the lirst apimint 
iiieuts, which are to be rurtwo,iliiee, 
four live and six years.
